Former Georgian Challenges 
Georgia Senator to Physical 
Settlement of Differences.

Washington, May 6—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—The barrage 
of epithets now passing between Sen- 


ator Thomas E. Watson, of Georgia, 
and Thomas B, Felder, of New York, 
formerly of Georgia, is creating in- 
tense interest not only among Geor- 
gians at the capital, but among the 
politicians of both parties, for the 
very good reason that the attorney 
general of the United States is di- 
rectly, and Chief Justice Taft, in- 
directly, involved. 

In New York yesterday a chal- 
lenge in writing to Senator Watson, 
c. Georgia, to meet him “alone in a 
room” was issued by Felder, a law- 
yer, of 165 Broadway. 

Senator Watson had attacked Fel- 
der in the United States senate in 
connection with the pardon procured 
from P- sident Taft in behalf of 
Charles W. Morse. 

Cause of Challenge. 

The challenge'to settle the matter 
as between man and man was pro- 
voked by the assertion of Senator 
Watson that he had denounced Fel- 
de. to his face and that the latter 
had swallowed it meekly. Felder also 
resented vehemently the charge that 
he was “a lobbyist,” not a lawyer.” 

Felder also wrote to Senator Cara- 
way, of Arkansas, denying that At- 
torney General Harry M. Daughterty 
had any connection with the Morse 
case

Known on the street as one who never 
showed undue alarm, he took no 
forma] farewell of his family, and 
jeked with his loved ones, while he 
was preparing to leave with his close 
associates two requests in case he 
should die under the ether. 

His first request was that he 
should be laid to rest-in the Locust 
Valley, with its rolling stretches of 
green and flowering apple blossoms 
that he had loved. 


@or Simple Funeral. - 

The second request was that his 
funeral should be as simple and un- 
ostentatiousjas possible. Those close 
to hi who tonight faced the sad 
duty planning the final ceremony 
7 both requests would be respect- 


It was only last night that an- 
nouncement was made that Mr. Dav- 
ison, who went under the knife last 
August, would have to undergo an- 
other operation today. The first op- 
eration, performed to relieve pressure 
on the auditory nerve, which produc 
ed headaches, and insomnia, disclos- 
ed-the tumor. Its removal was not 
attempted then. because it was felt 
the patient could mot stand further 
loss of blood and the anaesthetic. 

He did not rally as well as had been 
expected, however, and the surgeons 
decided that another operation was 
imperative, + 

Bulletin Tells Death. 

A bulletin issued about 2 o’clock, 
told of failure. 

“Henry P. Davison, died today upon 
the conclusion of an operation upon 
an infiltrating tumor in the brain, 
which could only be partially remov- 

It was decided vo operate in the 
financier’s home at Peacock point 
instead of at the Roosevelt hospital 
in this city, where ene first operation 
was performed. A chamber was fit- 
ted up for the occasion, and this 
morning a special corps of surgeons 
and nurses began arriving in awto- 
mobiles. As the hour for the anaes- 
thetic approached, Mr. Davison seem- 
ed as unflurried as the time when, 
back in the eighties, a stranger had 
entered the bank where he was em- 
plored, pointed a revolver at his 
head and demanded $1,000. After 
detectives had pounced on the intrud- 
er, Mr. Davison had resumed work as 
though nothing had hanpened. 

Two Anxious Vigils. 

Two anxious vigils began when he 
entered the operating room. The 
family and many close friends, in- 
éluding J. P. Morgan, were grouped 
in another room at Peacock point. In 
the Morgan offices, were seated more 
business associates clustered around

the Locust Valley ee ,

word was first flashed to the

Henry P. Dayison was well known 
in Atlanta and throughout the state 
of Georgia. As head of the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross during the period of 
expansion for the emergency of the 
war he visited Atlanta twice in 1917 
to inspect the then newly formed 
southern division. He was entertain- 
ed at luncheon at the Capital City 
club, where he made a remarkable 
address before leading citizens of At- 
lanta. who assembled to hear him. At 
the same time he addressed delegates 
from all chapters of the Red Cross 
in the state of Georgia.

NEWS RECEIVED WITH 
REGRET IN THOMASVILLE. 

Thomasville, Ga., May 6.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The news of the death of Hen- 
ry P. Davison was received with re- 
gret in Thomasville, as he had a wide 
personal acquaintance here, owing to 
his visits and residence on his country 
estate here. 

Mr. Davison spent the past winter 
at his country home here, but except 
in arriving and leaving he was unable 
to visit Thomasville at all, and was 
scarcely able to leave his home, being 
most of the time confined entirely to 
it. It was understood when he left 
this spring that his health had not 
improved greatly. 

Mr. Davison first came to Thomas- 
ville some years ago on a visit to L. 
S. Thompson, of Red Bank, N. J., at 
his winter home, near Lake lIamonia. 

He was delighted with this section, 
its climate and hunting facilities and 
about two years ago, on another visit, 
he purchased the estate of Charles 
H. orne, of Chicago, some miles 
below Thomasville. This estate is a 
very handsome one, with a large home 
built in Moorish style and surrounded 
by several thousand acres of the best 
land in this section, much of it under 
cultivation. 

While here this winter Mr, Davi- 
son, with several other wealthy north- 
ern residents, bought up a large tract 
of land, each taking the part adjoin- 
ing his estate.

“In its 1920 report the commission 
gave a brief history of the railrvad 
freight and passenger rates applica- 
ble then and now on intrastate truffic 
in Georgia,’ reads the report. “It 
was further stated in this report that 
the interpretation placed upon the 
fedeia. transportation act of iv20 
by the interstate commerce commis: 
sion had been questioned by several 
state commissions, and that there 
was then pending in the supreme 
court of the United States an ap- 
peal brought by the state of Wiscon- 
sin, which would bring about a judi- 
cial interpretation of the act with 
particular reference to the powers 
claimed under it by the interstate 
commerce commission as to declaring 
invalid and setting aside state made 
rates on strictly intrastate traffic. 

“This commission joined with other 
state commissions in filing briefs.

Bills are now 
pending in congress, proposing to s0 
amend the act as «w restrict the pow- 
ers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission as to intrastate rates to sub- 
stantially those exercised by it under 
the principles laid down years ago in

With- 
out amendment of the act of con- 
gress, the powers of the states over

A revision of intrastate 


traffic rates has been in course of

Report On State Road. 

Under the caption of “The Western 
and Atlantic railroad” the report 
reads ° 

Under the 1915 lease act, the railroad 
commission is charged with supervision of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad and s 
state’s Chattanooga properties, all under 
leases which began on December 27. 1919. 

The lease contract for the railroad vruy~- 
erties requires the lessee (N., C. & St. 
railroad) in addition to and exclusive of 
snch expenditures as may be required for 
the proper repair and maintenance of the 
railroad ard its properties, to spend on 
capital additions and hetterments not less 


than an average of $60.000 per annum dur- 


ing the term of the lease, an ageregate of 
$3.000,000 Tt was made the duty of the 
commission to check these charges at the 
beginning of each year and approve or dis- 
appfove the same. During the two vears of 
the lease expiring December 81, 1919, - the 
leneee has expended in additions ard bet- 
terments. under the above mentioned prfve- 
vision of the lease contract, a total of 
23,041.

Increase in W ater 
Rate of Decatur 
I's Suggested 


Decatur, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)— 
Probability of a flat increase in the 
Decatur city water rates looms as a 
result of tentative action taken by 
the board of commissioners at its 
meeting Friday night. 

The suggestion was made by Mayor 
Scott Candler, who pointed out the 
absolute necessity of devising a plan 
whereby the city’s operating revenue 
may increased, and it met with 
no serious opposition on the part of 
the other members of the board, Final 
decision was deferred, however, to 
the next meeting of the board, though 
it may be imcluded in the call for a 
meeting to be held next Monday night. 

Decatur consumers are now paying 

a minimum rate of $1 per 5,000 gal- 
ieee for the water they buy from the 
city, receiving 20 per cent disconnt if 
they pay their water bills before the 
10th of the month. The propésal made 
by Mayor Candler is that the discount 
privilege be withdrawn, which would 
make $1 per month the lowest’ possi- 
ble rate the consumer would be al- 
lowed to pay. This would add ap- 
proximately $400 per month to the 
gross operating revenue income of the 
city’s water department.

In Heart of Town | 


May 6.—By ae’ 


Kirvin, Texas, 
Associated Press.)—-Three ‘ negroes 
were burned to death at the same 
stake here at 5 o'clock this morning 
by a mob of 500 men following their 
alleged implication in the criminal as- 
sault and murder of a 17-year-old 
white girl ‘whose mutilated body was 
found near here Thursday night. 


“Snap” Curry, the first negro 
burned, was taken from the custody 
of Freestone county officers early 
last night as he was benig conveyed 
from Wortham to some point west. 
It is alleged that he confessed to the 
mob that he had assaulted and mur- 
dered the girl and that in his confes- 
sion he implicated the two other ne- 
groes, J. H. Varney and Mose Jones. 

The mob divested the sheriff of his 
keys to the Freestone county jail 
where Jones and Varney were being 
held as suspects. Hurrying to the 
jail, the mob unlocked the doors and 
took the two negroes in charge. All 
three negroes were then rushed to 
Kirvin, the home of the dead girl, and 
an iron stake driven into the ground 


on a small square in the heart of the 
town. Wood was accumulated and 


saturated with oil. 
Protest Innocence. 

Curry was burned first. Then 
Varney and Jones. There was some 
delay in burning the last two inas- 
much as they steadfastly protested 
their innocence. Third degree meth- 
ods failed to bring a confession from 
them and they were finally cremated 
on the strength of Ourry’s testimony. 
After the third negro had been burn- 
ed to a crisp all three bodies were 
piled together and a mass of fuel and 
oil flung over them. This was ignited, 
the fldmes soaring 25 or 30 feet in the 
air. Early today the flames were still 
burning fiercely. 

The mob rapidly dispersed, and as 
day dawned there was only a few 
persons remaining to witness the 
aftermath of the triple cremation. 


In Front of Churches. 

All three negroes were employed on 
the farm of J. T. King, promineny 
farmer of the community. 

Mr. King was present at the 


cremation, and the mob leaders are 
said to have obtained his approval 


before lighting the torches. 

The lynchings were carried out de- 
liberately. With the exception of 
the screams of the condemned men 
there was little to disturb the early 
morning quiet of the backwoods com- 
munity. The plot where the burn- 
ing took place is in front of two 
churches, One of the negroes is said 
to have died singing a church an- 
them. ; 

The girl was riding her horse home 
from school, several miles from Kir- 
vin, late Thursday when she was at- 
tacked. Her body later was found 
near the road with twenty-three knife 
wounds in the head, neck and chest.

That is what the past week has de- 
veloped. 

The above figures tell a story that 
every citizens should be familiar with. 
Over 50 per cent increase in the num- 
ber of building permits thus far this 
year over the same date last year is 
good reading in itself, but the amounts 
involved emphasize this increase even 
more tellingly. The amount is almost 
double. And the number of homes 
started and finished this year is two 
and one-half times as great as for 
the same period in 1921. 

In figuring the number of homes 
each apartment is counted separately, 
each double house is counted as two. 
The difference in the way of putting 
this figure down is considerable when 


y compared to the mere matter of per- 


mits. Last year there were 1, 
permits issued for residences, but the 
number of homes included in these 
permits ran over sixteen hundred. Al- 
ready this year there are 1,214 homes 
as compared with a little in excess 
of 1,600 for the whole of last year. 

If home building keeps up at this 
rate there will be more than three 
thousand new homes constructed in 
Atlanta in 1922. Atlanta can be 
proud of that.

New Orleans, Ia., May 6—The 
need of preventive instead of remedial 
flood measures was urged upon the 
congressional delegation which com- 
pleted an inspection of the Missis- 
sipp river flood conditions here to- 
day, after a combined boat and rail 
trip from Memphis, which began last 
Monday. 

At a number of informal hearings, 
members of the party, which made 
the river trip heard members of levee 
boards, engineers and other interested 
parties give their views as to proper 
methods of corraling the outlaw river, 
when it goes on its annual “spree.” 
“Levee only” advocates, “spillway” 
advocates, and those advocating other 
“sure cures,” were given opportunity 
to express their views informally to 
members of the congressional party. 

Wants Commission. 

Harold Newman, president of the 

Association of Commierce, and mem- 


mittee, informally urged various mem- 
bers of the delegation to advise Pres- 
ident Harding to appoint a special 
commission, to include the best en- 
gineering talent, to work out some 
plan that will prevent the river from 
breaking through the levees.

Richard Croker 
Buried Friday 
On Irish Soil 


Dublin, May 5.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.)—Kichard Croker, former 
Tammany chieftain, who died last Sat- 
urday, was buried this morning in 
mausoleum on the ground of Clencairn 
Castle, the beautiful estate on his 
native soil of Ireland, where he had 
spent his declining years. Mass was 
privately celebrated in the oratory of 
the castle by Father Kelly, the parish 
priest, absolution being given by 
Bishop Miiler, who officiated owing 
to the unavoidable absence of Arch- 
bishop Byrne. 

Although it had been announced ‘the 
funeral would be private there was 
nevertheless considerable assemblage 
present, including many friends made 
by the late Tammany leader in his 
long association on the turf. 

The pallbearers in the procession 
accompanying the cortege to the vault 
included Arthur Griffin, president of 
the dail eireann, and Alderman Me- 
Donagh, one of the leading members 
of Eamon De Valera’s party. The lord 
mayor, of Dublin, walked with Mrs. 
Croker, who also was accompanied by 
Mrs. C. J. Morris, a daughter of the 
deceased. 

Athers present included James 
MacMahon, undersecretary for  Lre- 
land, and Martin Fitzgerald, © pro- 
prietor of the -Freeman’s Journal. 

The coffin was covered with violets 
from Mrs. Croker’s widow, surmount- 
ed by a wreath of orchids from Mrs. 
Morris. Another wreath bore the in- 
seription: “In loving memory of our 
father, from Ethel; May, Howard and 
Richard Croker.”’ 

The reading of the will did not oc- 
cur today, as had been expected.

The Associated Press correspondent 
was present in a hotel room here 
when Lewis Verande, representing a 
group of French financiers, made the 
offer to Dempsey. He also offered, 
the champion $10,000 a week to sign 
a six weeks contract to appear in the 
largest music hall in Paris. 


Dempsey told the correspondent he 
would do nothing regarding either 
offer until he heard of the result of 
negotiations now in progress between 
Jack Kearns, his manager, and Brit- 
ish promoters for a match between 
Dempsey and Carpentier in London, 
M. Verande, when seen in his office 
by the correspondent, said he pre- 
ferred not to give out the names of 
the financiers he was acting for, but 
it was learned that one of them is 
a member of the French nobility and 
the owner of one of the largest stables 
of the French turf. 


Dempsey later said his offer to 
meet all comers included Harry Wills, 
the negro boxer. “I have no desire 
to draw the color line,” said the 
champion. “If the American public 
wants me to meet Wills I will do 
so. He is a much less dangerous op- 
ponent than Jess Willard.” : 

Dempsey, who had intended leav- 
ing for London this evening, has post- 
poned his departure indefinitely until 
he hears from Kearns concerning to- 
day's offers.

wf rules—or things that seem ridiculous 


—than ought to be in. As an in- 
stance, one of the rules that make 
a professional is that any person who 
Wagers upon an_athletic contest in 
which he is a coMpetitor becomes in- 
eligible to compete—in other words, 
ranks as a professional. 

How many golfers in the world 
could qualify as an amateur under 
that ? The fact is that practi- 
eally every golfer has at some time 
or other wagered a ball or two on a 


friendly match. Yet, if any organi- | 


zation should have the temerity tv 
drop that rule there would be a wild 
howl that it encourages betting. The 
rule is very necessary and was made 
to prevent athletes from betting on 
contests, espetially those in which 
they are engaged. 


A WAY AROUND 
THE DIFFICULTY. 

There is a way around the difficul- 
ty which would leave the word un- 
changed, As a matter of fact, there 
_ are three British high court decisions 
which distinctly make a line between 
betting which is gambling and friend- 
ly wagers. Often these British court 
decisions have been quoted in Amcri- 
can courts as tending to justify bet- 


ting on horse races, although no law- [{ 


yer ever yet has put it over an Amer- 
ican court. In one famous English 
- gase the court ruled that wagering 
upon horse races was not gambling. 
The decision, of course, was due to 
the circumstances in that particular 
case, where it was shown that the 
wager was a friendly one and not 
for gain, but the language has been 
construed to mean that any betting 
upon horse races is not gambling— 
which is more ridiculous. 

The big problem of change in the 
definition of an amateur is that re- 
rarding the status of coaches. Under

accepting money for services in coach- 
ing or training athletes becomes a 
essional 


It is quite ridiculous to rate Dr. 
Raycroft, of Princeton; Professor 
Stagg, of the University of Chicago, 
‘ or scores of men of that caliber as 
professionals merely because in addi- 
tion to other duties they have super- 
vision over the training and devel- 
opment of athletes, They are in the 
majority of cases faculty members de- 
voting a great part of their lives to 
teaching amateurism, to uplifting the 
ideals of boys and men and doing the 
finest sort of work for amateurism— 
yet branded as professionals. 


A WAY OUT 


OF DIFFICULTY. 

There is a way out of that diffi- 
culty, which has been found, for in- 
stance, in the Far East Athletic asso- 
‘siation. Seems that we older organi- 
zations often have to go to the newer 
ones for their ideas, simply because, 
starting afresh, they are not hampered 
as we are by traditions and politics. 

The idea ig this: To place athletic 
coaches in a class by themselves, des- 
ignated as non-competing amateurs. 
That is, they are not eligible for any 
competition, but are rated as ama- 
teurs, because they teach amateurs. 
If a coach or trainer coaches or trains 
professionals, he would, of course, be 
a professional 
. The point appears,to an unpreju- 
diced outsider a mére technical one, 
but it hits about 320 college coaches 
and their assistants; it hits 600 Y.

Many Records Lowered 
and Timing Must: Be 
Improved and Made 
Scientific.

New York, May 6.— low far will 
our record breaking go? It would be 
indeed a venturesome man who con- 
cludes that we have reached the limit 
in anything. In the last 46 years we 
have improved the sprint record 10 
per cent; the records for the quarter 
mile up to the mile, 15 per cent; the 
high hurdle and the high jump nearly 
20 per cent; broad jump one-third and 
the shot put nearly 60 per cent. 

The rumor has reached this coun- 
try from Honolulu that Charlie Pad- 
dock ran the 100 in nine seconds. Few 
indeed will be those who will believe 
this, or even who believe that within 
the next decade or perhaps within the 
next fifty years the feat will be per- 
formed. And yet one must hesitate 
to say we have reached the low point 
in any reeord of physical prowess. 

There are undoubtedly many rec- 
ords which will be much lowered. Last 
Saturday saw the two-mile relay and 
the four-mile relay records lowered.

ENFORCING OF LAN 
URGED BY HOBSO 


Former Congressman 
Gives Address From 
“WGM, Offering Solution 
of Liquor Problem in U.S. 


“Salvaging Civilization” was the 
subject of a strong talk last night at 
9 o’clock from WGM, by Captain 
Richmond Pearson Hobson, former 
member of congress and one of the 
most romantic figures of the Spanish- 


American war. Captain - Hobson 
speaks today in Atlanta at two 
churches. 

At the present time Captain Hob- 
son is talking in the. interests of en- 
forcement of the Highteenth amend- 
ment, His talk Saturday for The 
‘Constitution’s radio service was along 
that , line. 

He emphasized that the people must 
save the Constitution of the United 
States against the red forces which 
already have played bavoc in half a 
dozen European eountries. Another 
force which the people of the United 
States must combat, he declared, is 
a nation-wide liquor traffic, which, 
he said, is now assaulting the consti- 
tution because congress saw fit to add 
the Eighteenth amendment prohibit- 
ing the manufacture for beverage pur- 
poses of intoxicating. liquor. 

Aim Is Defiance. 


There are a the present time 34 
organizations .in° the United States, 
Captain Hobson asserted, that are 
combatting ‘enforcement of the anti- 
liquor law and one, he declared, has 
boasted that it would break the ‘eigh- 
teenth amendment and force its re- 


peal. 

Speaking of the menace of the reds, 
Captain Hobson said that the govern- 
ment now has the names of 2,000,- 
000 reds who have 30,000 odd agents 
working in the United States. He 
quoted a: sentence from some of the 
literature he said is being circulated 
by these agents. It read, “When we 
finally give the signal drop your 

» Seize a gun and become rich 
before sundown.” 

To produce salvage of civilization, 
the people must get at the source of 
the attack on civilization and remove 
it. Liquor, he said, dégenerates the 
minds of men and makes them like 
beasts. “The use of this poisonous 
drug,” he d red “has made millions 
an ’ millions of men anti-social to- 
ward their fellowmen and has made 
nations anti-social toward other na- 
tions.” He blamed the world war

Peoria, Ill, to Have 
Prominent Place in His=' ; 
tory of Wireless as One 
of Starting Points. 


Changes Being Made in 
the Auditorium Prevent 
Presence of Atlanta Peo- 


After being silent for two weeks to 
the thousands of people who tune in 
on WGM each evening and every 
Sunday afternoon, the pipes of the 
great Atlanta city organ will again 
give forth their sweetest and most 
powerful tones at 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon when City Organist Charles 
A. Sheldon, Jr., resumes his Sunday 
afternoon organ recitals. Due _ to 
changes being made at the Auditorium 
no audiences will be present, but Mr. 
Sheldon will have a large, enthusi- 
astic invisible andience for his hour’s 
program. 

Mr. Sheldon has arranged a pro- 
gram that is particularly suited to 
broadcasting since he will have no 
visible audience. In most of his 
numbers the sweeter single tone com- 
binations will be dominant, and in 
only a few will he open the gtops 
which make the bass pipes of the 
instrument send out their thundering

That the grip which radio has é 
tained is quite countrywide 18 evident 
from the @nthusiasm which it come.

It does not 
surprise us, moreover, to be told that 
M:. Mackley numbers among his 
“etherial acquaintances” many other 
pioneers of the air who made places for 
themseives as early in radio history | 
as Mr. Mackley himself, 

It is significant also that the first 
radio corps to be dispatched to the 
world war consisted of 75 men who 
had been recruited in Peoria.

“Of course it’s work to go down 
there and play the organ for an hour 
without an audience that you know 
is hearing and appreciating the music. 
But a few days after a radio organ 
recital, when you get the ecards and 
letters from people in other states, 
telling you they did receive the music 
and received it clearly, it repays you 
for the work.

FAVORED IN SAVANNAR 


McLendon Would Stage 


Monster Maritime Event 
in Port City. 


Advocating an international] exposi- 
tion to be held in Savannah in 1925 
which would attract representatives 


from al! nations of the world, Secre- 
tary of State 8. G. McLendon Satur- 
day in a letter addressed to Murray 
Stewart, mayor Savannah, pledged his 

co-operation in boosting that city for 
the exposition and declared that he 
was certain that little trouble would 
be encountered in enlisting the aid of 
the entire south in the matter. ’ 

Mr. McLendon suggests that the ex- 
position be held in Savannah to com- 
memorate the inauguration of : ocean 
steamshi, navigation, for it was from 
this port in the year 1819 that “The 
City of Savannah,” the first ocean 
steamship, sailed across the Atlantie 
to Liverpool.

This Canadian ship had 
the distinction of being the first to cross 
wisely equipped by Colonel Scarborough 
with both sail and’ steam a but 
was the first, in Order of time, to dem- 
onstrate the practicability of ocean steam 
navigation. 

I believe we can hold at Savannah an ex- 
position of this kind that would bring Sa- 
vyannah and the whole coast of Georgia 
before the eyes of the world. I believe 
such an exposition could be held largely

along by its side in Chatham county waters 
should be placed the largest ship in ¢ex- 
istence, which, I believe, is the Bismarck, 
56,000 gross tons register. This would bring 
out the history of all the progress of the 
world ip ocean navigation achieved in one 
hundred years. 

I am enthusiastic on this subject. I 
believe great good would come, not only 
especially to Georgia, but to the whole 
south. I believe all maritime nations 
should be invited to send the best speci- 
mens of their merchant ships, and send 
abroad of hem e ts of their 
wares and merchandise, and, after spending 
a time at Savannah, then these ships 
should make a friendly trip of the world. 
I believe the Savannah exposition would 
expand into @ movement of world-wide 
im portance 

I am quite confident that Senators Wat- 
son and Harris, and all of our Georgia 
representatives wuld give enthusiastic sup- 
port to such a proposition, and I believe 
its success would be assured from the day 
of its birth. Every port in Georgia ld 
derive great, benefit from such

Famed Gun Fighter 


Is Beaten to Draw 
By Chief of Police 


Wichit:. Falls, Texas, May 6.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—J. W. Mce- 
Cormick, chief of police here less than 
a month, today was the cynosure of 
all eyes, for yesterday he matched 
speed on the draw with D. M. “Bud” 
Ballew, one of the few remaining typ- 
ical old-time peace officers of the 
southwest, a man with at least eight 
notches on his gun and known for 
his adroit handling of a six-shooter, 
and Ballew died with his boots on, 
just as he repeatedly had predicted 
he would. Ballew’s old-style, single 
action .45 was only half drawn from 
its holster when his body fell with 
five steel jacketed bullets fired from 
a newer model arm by a man trained 
for years in the Texas rangers. 

Ballew, until a few weeks ago a 
deputy sheriff of Carter county, Okla., 
gun-fighter extraordinary, and in pri- 
vate life a wealthy stockman, came 
to Wichita Falls to act as judge in 
the annual southwestern round up. 

For a score of years or more, Okla- 
homa and Texas had known him in 
his ceable moments as a daring, 
feailess guardian of the law, van- 
quisher in man-to-man pistol duels 
of more than a half a dozen truly 
western bad men. In his cups, Bal- 
lew reverted to the type extant in 
the per-war statehood days, when 
“the territory” harbored only a com- 
paratively few well-meaning citizens, 
and many who found the laxer laws 
there more in keeping with their tem- 
perament. Drinking, Ballew was 
seized wit. an uncontrollable desire 
‘. flourish his shooting irons, shout 
-ndian war whoops and sent volley 
after volley of shots splitting into the 
air as fast as he could work his 
thumbs on the hammers. 

Fear Otubreak. 

Chief McCormick yesterday feared 
such an outbreak, said. Within 
the past fortnight "Ballew on two oc- 
casions had shot up small Oklahoma 
towns in broad daylight. 

Word came to the chief that Bal- 
lew was drinking and might start 
trouble. The officer went to a soft 
drink parlor, observed Ballew and, 
tapping him on the shoulder, charged 
him with drunkenness and Genaaded 
he hand over his pistol. 

Ballew turned half about with the 
remark: “Hell, you’re out o’ luck.” 

The chief said the Oklahoman 
reache.. for a pistol and, beating him 
to the draw, the chief fired from the 
hip. Five bullets hit Ballew, two from 
behind, one of them penetrating the 
brain. He died instantly. Ballew was 
45 years old. 

McCormick’s record as an officer 
is something of a contrast to that of 
Ballew. He has small reputation as 
a gunman and ¢his was his first kill- 
ing. When a member of the Texas 
ranger force, McCormick was assigned 
to “clean up” the oil fields during 
their most lawless days here. He ar- 
and alleged 
“bad men” and has a reputation for 
being cool and fearless. He served 
with the rangers when war threatened 
betwee Texas and Oklahoma claim- 
ants'to oil lands on the Red river 
bed over two years. As a result of 
Lis work in this section he was se- 
lected as chief of police for Wichita 
Falls less than a month ago.

B wishes American women would not 
bother so much about. cramming

He spent ever so many 
years as a student at Cambridge in Eng- 
land, and now he is trying tosforget a lot 
of the things he learned there. He would 
not mind women being brilliant if they 
might manage at the same time not to be 
mannish. And he could forgive the Amert 
can woman most of her other faults, evex 
her imitation of ‘man inthe pursuit of 
material gain, if only she would not ims 


—tate his office vocabulary when he meetg 


her at some pretty function. 

“It is my belief,’ said he, “that no maj 
ter how many extraordinary women ther¢ 
may be—I mean individual intellectual 
women—they never can compete wit) 
man. Man will be more consistent intel 
lectually, because he is not dominated by 
his emotions as woman is. But if woman ° 
would give herself a chance she might be 
superior morally and spiritually. It would 
be nicer and so much better for Western 
civilization if she would go in for these 


things instead of spending her energy on 
interests that do.not matter.” . 

The interview had interrupted an after- 
noon with d’Annunzio, and Mr. Metta’s 
mind Was saturated with elegant conver- 
‘sation. He paused to ponder and specu- 
late on what an American girl might say 
if a young man should speak to her after 
the fashion of the beautiful lines Paolo 
addressed to Francesco. He wondered if 
she would say, “Gh, Gosh!” 

Much as he recoils from a certain mani- 
festation of egoism that has displeased 
him in America, Mr: Metta admits that 
there is a.good deal of egoism in the 
system he recommends: Hig ideal is to 
have every woman develop herself to the 
extreme limit of her artistic and spiritual 
capacity without neglecting to keep her- 
self strong and beautiful. If one is not 
sure how to go about it he suggests that 
two hours spent in solitude and silent 
meditation within one’s self can get one 
further than a few years of interrupted 
thinking with other people: From a ses- 
sion like this he emerges optimistic i9 
the assurance that since life spins in 
cycles it cannot be so very long before 4 
_ cycle will swing around in which women 
will concentrate on the old-fashioned 
ideals. of spirituality and charm.

WHERE LAW IS MADE. 

In the senate the other day Sen- 
ator McCumber, North Dakota, who 
has had charge of the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff bill since it left the 
house, took his colleagues severely 
to task for killing time. 

He quoted: from an estimate, 
which, he said, had been “prepared 
by an expert,” to show that at the 
present rate of progress the tariff 
bill is making in the senate it will 
be ready for final vote “on the 
night of September 29, 1946;” but 
said the nominal sponsor of the 
measure, “I think, after listening 
to the debate today, we will have to 
add thirty or forty years mote to 
that estimate.” 

The senator said that actual de- 
bate on the tariff bill had consumed 
only one-fifth of the time the meas- 
ure has been the subject of delib- 
eration in the senate, for the reason 
that “we have all gone off on ex- 
traneous matters;” and, he de- 
clared— 7 | 

“Unless we get down to the bill 
itself, I'll tell you what will hap- 
pen. You will get tired of hear- 
ing your own voices and before 
you have considered one-third of 
the bill you will be ready to sewal- 
low all of it.” 

The very suggestion of a United 
States senator getting tired of hear- 
ing his own voice is, of course, pre- 
posterous. 

It requires such a stretch of the 
imagination as to put it outside the 
pale of serious contemplation. 

And it is almost as hard to im- 
agine a senator becoming so weary 
of any bill that he would be willing 
to “swallow” it and shut off “de- 
bate” while it is still debatable. 

But, anyhow, the reprimand by 
the distinguished North Dakotan 
seems to have had the desired ef- 
fect upon his garrulous fellow so- 
lons; for after he got through chid- 
ing them for talking too much and 
wasting time piddling over details 
of minor consequence the “most 
august deliberative body in the 
world” got down to serious business 
and, according to the Associated 
Press, “voted to reject an amend- 
ment (to the tariff bill) to reduce 
the proposed duty on‘ boric acid 
from 11-2 cents a pound to 3-4 of 
1 cent a pound”’—and called it a 
day’s work. 

Senator McCumber’s “expert” 
may be right—it may takejthe sen- 
ate until 1946 to pas the tariff bill. 

But the country can wait, please 
God! 

For that matter, the American 
people will be better off, no doubt, 
if the bill is never passed!

It is doubtful if there eVer was 
a measure introduced in congress 
that was more génerally condemn- 
ed by the press than is the re- 
publican tariff bill that has been 
passed by the house and is now 
pending in the senate.

Globe Democrat, olf-line republic- 
an stand-by, said the other day in 
an editorial discussion of the tariff 
bill that the measure— 

“seem to have applied the principle 
of protection to everything, with- 
out regard to present world condi- 
tions and without regard to our 
altered position in relation to tne 
world’s trade. If our tariff does 
not permit fair competition with 
other countries how are we to 
maintain the world trade that is 
now so essential to our prosperity?” 

The Ohio State Journal, repub- 
lican first, last and alj the time, 
carried an editorial recently in 
which it admonished the sponsors 
of the Fordney-McCumber bil} to 
catch step with present day 
progress. 

“Bconomic conditions in tbe 
world,” our Buckeye contemporary 
reminded its fellow republicans in 
congress— 

“have changed so much since the 
world war that the tariff problem 
is vastly altered. We are the cred- 
itor nation now and the only way 
in which our debtors can pay is. in 
their products, Our agricultural and 
manufacturing interests need, as 
never before, a wide, free foreign 
market. No one apparently, except 
the hard-shelled old high protec- 
tionists, who is wrong about it, hae 
a clear idea of just what ought to 


ibe done. This is one of the cases 


where it is better to do nothing 
than to do the wrong thing.”

Whea the committee for 
the drafting of a new charter was 
being appointed, then it was a good 
thing to discuss its personnel. But 
now that its.work has been done, the 
charter which they wrote should 
stand upon its own merits, and we 
should not be asked to vote for or 
against it on account of the personnel 
of those who wrote it.

A Contparison. 

The “composite charter” is a dis- 
tinct advance over the present char- 
ter in that it gives us a much short- 
er ballot and at the same time cen- 
ters responsibility. The “Atlanta 
plan” is a distinct advance over the 
“composite charter.” It has the short 
ballot also, and concentrates author- 
ity and responsibility. But it does 
what the composite charter doeg not 
do—it divides the political from the 
business functions in the government. 
Those who make the laws are elective 
officers. Those who administer the 
business of the city are appointed, 
and are thus freed from the inevitable 
political activities necessary in all 
elections, 


Another distinct and important ad- 


vantage of the Atlanta plan is that/:

the twelve aldermen to be elected, 
while selected from each ward, are 
chosen by the ballota of all of the 
citizens. By this plan, while the al-

Just here has been the opportunity of 
the professional politician. He has

New York, May 6.—(Special.)— 
Jaded movie fans gre on the brink of 
the big thrill! Those who have watch- 
ed with doglike patience for the great 
American drama haye looked in vain 
but the super-film has arrived. It has 
been the writer’s privilege to be one 


among ten who attended the private 
showing of the greatest spectacular 
moving picture drama ever prodduced. 


It is called “Nero” and the bloody 
reign of the last of the Caesars is, to 
use a press agent blub, 
thrilling.” The picture was taken 


in Rome and vicinity, a few scenes 
are near Naples and in the Alps. An 
entire city was built on the outskirts 


of Rome, only to be destroyed by the! 


torch, 

An idea of the stupendous cast may 
be gleaned from -the fact that in one 
scene 65,000 people were employed. 
Most spectacular films resort to ho- 
kum for their effects. This one tells 
a story with a careful fidelity to 
historical accuracy that grips and 
holds. One is transported back to 
the days of bloody tyrants and Ro- 
man orgys. 

It is the kind of film that will 
still the artistic sneer at the cellu- 
loid drama. There are moments of 
terrifying suspense, remindful of the 
days when Richard Mansfield gripped 
the imagination and sent the heart 
racing with fear. 

There was a scene when the de- 
spicable “Nero” in his lustfully cruel 
moment actually brought a hiss—fol- 
lowed by a blush of course—from a 
hardened New York dramatic critic 
who sat in the projection room at 
the private showing. 

The burning of Rome sweeps the 
emotions with the same fervor that 
Nero plunks his lyre during the holo- 
caust. The flames can be seen eating 
their way while the thousands upon 
thousands of terror-stricken rush pell- 
mell to safety. 

Then there is the storming of the 
tyrant’s palace by an angry populace. 
This is the scene where 65,000 people 
are filmed. It is mob fury at its 
worst. Buildings are town down, stat- 
ues toppled into the street and a 
havoc of destruction the like of which 
has never been seen before. 

The chariot race for the soul of 
a girl is skilfully worked up to a 
feverish climax. In the arena are 
thousands upon thousands echoing the 
spirit of the Roman holiday. The 
crowds at the Yale bowl at New 
Haven look puny 1n comparison. — In 
this connection it is reported that 
the American director sought the “ex- 
tras” by means of advertising and as 
the crowds came each was given a 
costume.

/urtil the time was ripe for the chariot 


race, They knew nothing of what 
was going to happen. So it was when 
the chariot race was actually staged 
the expressions on fee thousands of 
faces were not acting but real. Some 
idea of the extent of the assemblages 
may be gleaned from the fact that 
between 350 and 400 men were kept 
constantly busy carrying water to the 
crowds. 

My interest in motion pictures has 
been passive.

In a theater of ordinary size it 
would have taken “Sally” more than 
three years to have completed its pne- 
homenal run. The standees num 
ed more han 75,000. It was com- 
pletely re-costumed and refurnished{ 
scenically three times. The cast 
with one single exception, remained 
the same from opening night until the 
closing. 

The run took place during the dull- 
est months in the history of the New 
York theater—which goes fo prove 
several things. Chiefest of which 
is the fact that a play with clean 
lines, good music, beautiful scenery 
—kept at top speed—will survive the 
dullest days. 

“Sally” -was one of those plays 
that grew somewhat like Topsy. In 
the original plans, F. Ziegfeld, Jr., am 
tended to star Marilyn Miller, who 
he picked from vaudeville a number 
of years ago and placed in the Fol- 
lies. She is a member of an old 
vaudeville family—known as The Four 
Millers. Merilyn had nimble feet, a 
set property smile and certain beauty. 

She became one of the highest- 
priced stage stars the world has eve 
seen, She was wise enoxgh to make 
her contract for a certain sum 
then to share in the gross. She d 
salary amounting to something like 
$300,000 during the run of the play. 

While “Sally” was in rehearsal 
George M. Cohen decided to quit pro- 
ducing. He was then making ready 
to star Leon Errol, a finished clever 
comedian, Ziegfeld took over the 
contract. The lines for Errol were 
written in and his name went up in 
electric lights as star along with Ma- 
rilyn Miller. 

It was the happy combination that 
perhaps did much for the success of 
the play. Errol is always funny. 
His humor is sparkling and clean. 
He does funny falls, but he does not 
resort to horseplay to get the laugh. 
He works hard. Like all experienced 
showmen, Errol was not so optimistic 
about the future of “Sally.” He 
decided on a straight salary—which 
in the long run is the best policy. But 
the play happened to be the notable 
exception to the rule. But he -. 
not resort to outbursts of tempera 

When “Sally” opened at Atlantic 
City only one speculator saw in it 
a “buy.” That is a chance for a 
long run. That speculator became 
rich. When it opened in New York 
its success was instantaneous. It 
was argued that like “Lightnin’” 
when it moved from New York it 
would not meet with such success. 
The theory being that nearly every- 
body who would pay the price to see 
“Sally” would, in_ the course of 70 
weeks, visit New York and see it. 

Yet in Boston it has duplicated ‘in 
the first three weeks its New York 
receipts for the same period. Indeed. 
one theatrical weekly states that sta- 
tistics will show that it will run 
there a year. After Boston it goes | 
to Chicago and then will make a tour 
of the principal cities. It has paid 
the government more than 200,000 in 
tax and has a weekly pay roll’running 
into. the thirty thousands.

All France be- 
lieves Germany is planning a war of 
revenge. Therefore, most Frenchmen 
believes that. as long as German 
spirit is what it is, French troops 
must stay on the Rhine, where they 
can stay of right for some years vet, 
under the treaty of Versailles. But 
a treaty guaranteeing integrity as be- 
tween two nations is meaningless, if 
a portion of the integrity is already

Even more immediately pertinent 
is the question of sanctions. Ger- 
many owes France many billions for 
her war destruction, billions which 
have in no considerable part been paid | 
yet. So far Germany has demonstrat- 
ed, quite naturally a determination 
to avoid payment as far as. possible. | 
But, a year ago, when she had re- | 
fused to accept the decision 6f the al- 
lies in the matter of reparation totale, 
she yielded to the threat of French 
occupation of the Ruhr and promised 
to pay. 

Now the French believe, with obvi- 
ous reason, that if you once abolis) 
their right, which exists in law, to 
occupy German territory, if Germany 
fails to pay—or what is now to the 
point, refuses to pay, then the repara- 
tions account is as good as lost, the 
war is lost and France is bankrupt. 
But if France has the power to’ in- 
vade and the right and does not re- 
sign either, then a treaty of mutual 
guarantee is quite meaningless, for | 
one must always confront the possi- 
bility, set forth in Poincare’s Dar-le- 
Due speech, that France will march 
into the Ruhr.

As for 
compelling Germany to pay repara- 
tions—any reparations, and every- 
body concedes’ there is some sum 
which Germany is able to pay—how 
can France have any hold upon Ger- 
many if she resigns the power to in- 
vade Germany, if Germany refuses 
satisfaction under the law? 

It is true that a French occupa- 
tion-of the Ruhr would set Europe by 
the ears, postpone economic recon- 
struction, probably bring new war and 
fresh chaos. It is true that such 
chaos. would postpone British pros- 
perity and even work hardship in the 
United States. It is clear that such 
occupation, therefore, would do ma- 
terial and perhaps fatal injury to 
Britain, to Italy, to many neutral 
Buropean‘states. Therefore it is man- 
ifest why most European states set 
their face against such French action. 

On the other hand, it is equally 
plain that if Germuny does not pay 
Frence is ruined, fissically ruined at} 
once, politically ruined presently, for | 
the burden laid upon her smaller 
numbers would be intolerable. There- 


| fore the smallest regard for the fu- 
-j\ture of France must. lead 


every 
Frenchman to refuse to sacrifice the 
power which he holds to enforce his 
claims upon the altar of world pros- 
perity and progress. And the world, 
on its part, has so far failed to un- 
dertake any engagement to insure 
France against the consequences of 
a policy of resignation, whether po- 
litical or financial. 

The German does not mean to pay, 
the Briton no longer cares whether 
Germar pays France or ~ot, so 
long as the German market can be 
opened to his production and his un- 
employed find work. The French- 
man feels that his claims are such 
that he has the right to compel the 
Germans to pay, even if the process 
brings hardship to Briton, Italian 
and American. France owes Britain 
and America large sums. Britain and 
America both insist France shall pay. 
But payment is possible only if Ger- 
many pays France. Yet America and 
Britain both protest against French 
action to compel German payment, 


FRANCE GIVEN 
NO GUARANTEE. 


_ Iihoyd George asks France to be- 
lieve that if she agrees with Germany 
to respect territorial integrity and 
refrain from action, Germany will 
both pay and cease to harbor ideas 
of vengeance. But George offers 
France no guarantee of protection 
from German attack—can offer no 
arantee, for the British army has 

een redu to narrow limits and is

Yet it is perfectly idle to suppose 
that the Poles will join in any Eu- 
ropean arrangement which excludes 
part of the terri they hold from 
the protection of the document. The 
same is true of Rumania.*The Ru- 
manians have occupied Bessarabia, 
which has by its own vote united it- 
self with the Rumanian crown, A 
majority of the people are Latin. But 
Russia has never recognized the 
vnion. Certainly Rumania will never 
subscribe to a treaty of mutual guar- 
antee, which omits Bessarabia, but 
pot impossibly Russia might refuse 
to agree to one which included it. 
Hence some British and some Ameri- 
ieans are terribly vexed with Ru- 
mania. 

Then there is Hungary. She has 
been reduced from a great state to a 
hopeless fragment. Never while the 
Danube flows to the sea. will the 
Hungarians resign their claims to 
the old territory of the Crown of 8t. 
Stephen. Any document, however 
solemn, will have no meaning for 
them if the opportunity comes to re- 
stere the old frontiers. But to pre 
vent this Rumania, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Jugo-Slavia have formed the lit- 
tle entente. By contract, Italy, fear- 
ful of the Slavs, has carried on an 
intrigue with Hungary, and Germany 
and Russia are reported to be seek- [ 
ing to include Hungary in the new 
Russo-German alliance. A Reh 

I shall not seek here to multiply 
the examples of the utter unwilling- 
ness of many of the nations in Eu- 
rope to accept the present territorial 
distribution as final or more than 
the result of military defeat. But 
there is no way of adjusting this. dif- 
ference of opinion, because if you re-§ 
stored the situation of 1914, remade 
the map of Europe to suit those now 
dissatisfied. you would only  trans- 
fer the dissatisfaction to the other 
camp and reproduce the conditions 
out of which the world war devel- 
oped. There is no way under Heaven 
by which you can establish a fron- 
tier which will be satisfactory or 
even tolerable to both the Rumanian 
and the Magyar, the German and the 
Poles or the Czecho-Slovak, the Ital- 
ien and the Jugo-Slav. 

Every Frenchman believes that, 
when the hour is favorable, Germany 
will attack him. Every Pole knows 
that he must expect attack both from 
the German and the Russian. The 
Czech is menaced by, German and 
Hungarian, the Rumanian by Rus- 
sian, Hungarian and Bulgarian, the 
Jugo-Slav by Hungarian, Bulgarian 
and Italian. In the face of the na- 
tional sentiment of all the peoples of 
the East of Europe from the Baltic 
to the Black Sea any guarantee of 
territorial integrity would be a joke, 
or worse, a palpable lie. 

This, moreover, is what every Eu- 
ropean, every Continental European 
perceives quite clearly. Such a guar- 
antee would, if accepted by France. 
tie French hands for the present, but 
it would not lessen German determi- 
nation for revenge. Poland might re- 
sign Eastern Galicia, Vilna, even Si- 
lesia, but it would not ‘reconcile Rus- 
sia to the loss of territories taken 
under the treaty of Riga or, persuade 
Germany to tolerate long the surren- 
der of Posen and the Danzig corri- 


or. 

It is customary ‘to say that the 
treaty of Versailles sowed the seeds 
cf future wars. Of course it did, but 
what no one ever suggests is that 
there was no settlement conceivable 
which would not have done the same 
thing. Concede that the Poles are en- 
titled to freedom and there are no 
frontiers which you can give them, 
no territories which you can assign | 
them which will not reduce the areas | 
of Prussia and Russia as they existed 
in 1914. The same is true of Rnu- 
mania and Hnngary. it is true all 
over Europe. Versailles may have 
been bad or good, territorially speak# 


ing, but no one has suggested a sub- |} 


stitute settlement for which accept- 
ance on all sides could even be imag: 
ined. 

TWO PROPOSALS . 
AT 

Out of this situation, which was 
quite as apparent at Paris as it is 
at Genoa developed two proposals, 
the league of nations with and with- 
out the addition of force. The French 
wanted to make the league an as- 
sociation of victorious powers hav- 
ing the necessary military power to 
guarantee the frontiers laid down in 
the new settlement. The British and 
the American representatives saw in 
this only a prepetuation of the old 
system of alliances. 

Yet to persuade the French to 
agree to some“of the American and 
British conceptions it was necessary 
to give them that Anglo-American 
guarantee, which was, after all, only 
another form of alliance and as such 
was rejected by American public 
opinion and never laid before the 
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United States senate. The failure of | 


the treaty of . guarantee, however, 
threw the situation right back where 
it was at the outset. 

Most British and American opin- 
ion starts with the major assumption 
that if you reduced reparations to a 
reasonable figure Germany would pay 
and that if you abolished armies, or 
reduced French military strength to 
the limits fixed for Germany in the 
treaty of Versailles,“ the danger of 
war would be removed. But this is 
after all precisely the assumption 
Frenc 
lieve with as much reason and just 
as great sincerity that without force 
Germany would not pay at all and 
that if France were weak she would: 
be attacked. ;

world economic chaos, highly costly 
to Britain. But the French believe 
that the British would sacrifice 
French security and solvency to re- 
store German markets. Both peoples 
talk very earnestly about the higher 
morality of their personal view, but 
bottom interest and morality run 
in parallel lines for each nation. 


The Eginishman is far more ‘for- 
tunate than the Frenchman, because 
the larger part of the world is in- 
terested in restoring the German 
market. The Frenchman is less lucky, 
because no one cares deeply whether 
France gets paid or not, save as a 
watter:-of abstract justice or of senti- 
ment. The fact that the German 
wrought his ruin 6n French soil 
makes the French case peculiar. The. 
consequence is that France is put in 
the position of holding up the proces- 
sion and those peoples: who are ad- 
versely affected naturally criticise 
the French. 

Nevertheless the Frenchman means 
to msist upon his claim, which all 
the world has acknowledged, both in 
the Versaifles treaty and in the va- 
rious reparations agreements since. 
He also means to insist upon being 
protected either by guarantee or by 
his own strength against a new Ger- 
man ‘attack. America and Britain 
are not willing to supply the guaran- 
tee, but they are becoming more and 
more insistent that France should 
cease to block reconstruction. 

Now to remove French opposition 
or obstruction, Mr. Lloyd George’s 
treaty of insurance has no value. 
Actually, it gives France no lasting 
security and it deprives France of the 
power to exert military pressure on 
Germany, if she does not pay. It 
does not vest with any competent 
body the power to exercise pressure, 
if Germany wrongfully resists, it does 
not provide any way to help French 
rights to balance the power it takes 
away from France in eliminating the 
possibility of French occupation of 
more German soil. 

An English or an Anglo-Ameri- 
ean guarantee. of nch_ secu- 
rity against another German at- 
tack would have no value in case Ger- 
many refused to pay, unless provision 
was made for joint military and naval 
action against Germany in such 4n 


event. But such an agreement would 
destroy the purpose of the whole 
Genoa performance, because it would 
leave open the possibility of further 
military operations and thus miss 
stabilizing Europe.

and France alone insists upon repar->} 


ations. This imsistence is mightily 
annoying to. the British who want 
German maxgets, but this does not 
make it immOral or even militaristic. 

If there is to be rea] stabilization 
in Europe some one must invent a 
means of insuring German payment 
and German renunciation of venge- 
ful purposes as a companion piece to 
any programme depriving France of 
the cxisting right to use force to com- 
pel Germany to pay and to etcupy 
werman territory to guard against a 
repetition of 1870 and 1914. 
complicates the whole situation now 
is that French rights—moral and 
legal alike, constitute the stumbling 
blocx to all European reconstruction 
and therefore most European na- 
tions insist that France shal] sacri- 
fice her rights on the altar of the 
common good. 

And the same thing is true, speak- 
ing territorially, of Poland, of Ru- 
mania, of various other new or newly 
expanded countries. The title of va- 
rious countries is passed upon, not 
ay a matter of law or nationality, but 
as it affects the comfort, prosperity, 
‘convenience of other countries not 
directly interested. Polish posses- 
sion of upper Silesian mines becomes 
a crime for the British, despite the de- 
cision of plebiscite and League of 
Nations commissions, because it man- 
ifestly retards German rehabilitation. 
French occupation of the left bunk 
of the Rhine, despite treaty warrant. 
offends British morality, because it 
postrones the restoration of German 
markets and promotes unrest on_ the 
continent, —

mean-to saddle France, the victim of 
German aggression, with the costs of 
recoustruction, following German de- 
vastation, there must be some means 
to guarantee German payment. So 
far the French army constitutes the 
only possible police power. But 
since to use it is to affect the pocket 
nerve of half the countries in the 
world, one hears in all of these coun- 
tries solemn discussion of French mil- 
itarism. And in the United States 
and Great Britain one talks much of 
the possibility that France will find 
herself “morally isolated.” 

In France, on the contrary, one 
hears much of the fact that france 
has been “immorally isvlated.” She 
has been deserted by her allies, who 
teday are more concerned with Ger- 
man markets than with French ruins. 
This is a French view. But does 
anyone imagine that France will re- 
sign her claims as a consequence of 
an isolation which she regards as the 
proof of the fundamental selfishness 
of those with whom she was recently 
associated? There could not be a 
bigger fallacy than this. 

lt may be necessary to reduce the 


sum of reparations although this can- |. 


not be done without reducing our war 
loans claims against France propor- 
tionately. But reduction having been 
madc, it will remain necessary to pro- 
vide a way of insuring that ‘Geenany 
will pay the bill thus amended. It 

ill also be necessary to guarantee 
that if she attacks again, France will 
have instant help. Otherwise France 
will not give up the weapons that lie 
in her hands, no matter how disagree- 
able the result to the rest of the 
world. 

Aad the trouble with the Georgian 
proposal is that it does not make any 
such provisions, it gives no guaran- 
tees, it deprives the victim of the pow- 
er to obtain redress but it does noth- 
ing to insure the payment by the’ ag- 
gressor. Solution of the European 
problems is not to be found in the 
mere signing of documents. One 
might as well hone to cure disease by 
the muttering of incantations. Nine- 
tenths.of the world might be better off 
if the British ideas were to prevail,

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| A State and National Woman on Prohibition | 


Mrs. August Burghard, Macon, State 
Director of Publicity, Georgia 
w.c. T. U. ’ 

At the recent meeting of the State 
Federation of Labor in Macon, a 
resolution was introduced seeking to 
put the organization on record as fa- 
yoring a modification of the Volstead 
code to permit the manufacture and 
sale of wine and beer, The resolu- 
tion was promptly, emphatically and 
wisely voted down. 

In this connection, the following 
article from the pen of a well-known 
Georgia woman, Mrs. Marvin Wil- 
liams, vice president of the Georgia 
Woman's. Christian Temperance 
union, recently of Atlanta, now resid- 
ing in Augusta, her husband, Rev. 
Marvin Williams baving been sent 
from Grace church, Atlanta, to serve 
as pastor St. James church, Augusta, 
will prove of interest because of the 
scundness of its logic. It first ap- 
peared as a signed letter in The Au- 
gusta Chronicle, then as a reprint in 
The Union Signal, the national W. 
C. T. U. official organ. 

Mrs. Williams’ Letter. 

“To any one who is accustomed to 
think things through, the statement 
of the executive council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of I r, as given 
out by the Associated l’ress, concérn- 
ing the modification of the Volstead 
act so as to permit the sale of light 
wines and beer, is nothing short of 
amazing in its hint of compromise 
with the anarchistic element in the 
nation, and amazing, yes, most amaz- 
ing, in the appeal with which it con- 
cludes. But, perhaps, the most ab- 
surd position taken by the executive 
council of the A. F. L. is that, since 
we have an ‘army of bootleggers,’ 
‘thousands of moonshiners,’ ‘increase 
in crime and insanity,’ ‘increase in 
unemployment,’ ‘increase in taxes’ 
and a few more things, the one and 
only remedy for them is to allow the 
bootleggers and moonshiners to op- 
erate legally. Just modify the laws so 
that they can legally sell light wines 
and beer and then we will have no 
trouble at all. Nobody will think of 
wanting to sell rye or corn or any 
thing at all but the legal drinks. Can 
any sane, thinking man believe this 
for one moment? Use the same reas- 
oning for other laws that we have. 

“IT read an editorial in The Chron- 
icle only a few days ago, in which 
it was claimed that one hundred mil- 
ilon dollars’ worth of automobiles 
were stolen yearly. The editorial 
stated that ‘Many laws with heavy 
penalties attached have been enacted. 
Many arrests have been made but it 
is difficult to secur2 convictions, and 
not perceptible slackening of the law- 
lessness is apparent.’ 


“Let the executive council pre- 
_seribe. Would it be this? ‘Call upon 
all citizens to help in having a law 
passed which will permit the legal 
stealing of Ford’s and Chevrolets?’ 
Why not? Surely, this vast army of 
law-breakers must not be tolerated 
and our taxes will be increased or 
have been increased immensely in the 
effort to apprehend and convict these 
law-breakers: therefore legalize the 
theft of Fords and Cherolets and we 
will have no further trouble. The 
law would be so much easier to en- 
fotee. The big cars can be so much 
more easily identified and so on and 
80 On. 

“But it is not the easiest thing fn 
the world to fool the average labor- 
ing man. This is not the first time 
dhe leaders of the federation have 
tried to influence the rank and file 
against the prohibitory law and, to 
the eternal credit of many a labor 
union in dear old Georgia. be it said, 
they refused to pass resolutions ‘sug- 
gested’ hy these leaders and stood 
true and firm ‘For God and Home 
and Native Land.’ We do not helieve 
that in Georgia or elsewhere Ameri- 
can labor is going to endorse the 
movement of the executive council 
to license lig t wines and heer.’

“Our social secretaries replied that 
cases of drunkenness are now the ex- 
ception among men who frequent our 
hostelriés, shelters and industrial 
homes,” the survey said. 

“In refutation to the charge that 
drunkenness has increased since pro- 
hibition, Commander Booth cites the 
fact that the Salvation Army’s an- 
nual ‘Boozers’ day, ‘when drunken 
men and women were collected from 
‘the streets, fed, clothed and prayed 
with, has been abandoned end the 
day has been given over to: enter- 
taining the newsboys and poor young- 
sters of the city. ee 

“Because prohibition, has cleared 
our park benches of drunkards we 
are able to entertain 5,000 boys under 
fourteen years old in New York city 
on this day, these boys being bene- 
fitted because one. of the greatest 
curses of humanity has been placed 
beyond the reach of men and wo- 


men.”

National Federation Adopts 
Regional Orchestra Idea 


A picture of Miss Nan Bagby Ste- 
pees. of Atlanta,.is carried by the 

usical Digest on the front page of 
its current issue, and she is called 
by the Digest, wauicn is one of the 
most jyopular and reliable musical 
publications in the country, “one of 
the progressive wumen in music who 
holds to ideals.” 

Miss Stephens’ work as president 
of the South Atlantic District Feder- 
ation of Music clubs, which dis- 
trict has inaugurated the movement 
now taken up by the national fed- 
eration for regional orchestras, is the 
theme of the leading news article in 
the Digest. 

Sixteen regional symphony orches- 
tras is the “big idea” of the fed- 
eration, this plan to include, one for 
each district in the National Federa- 
tion, each to play a regular symphony 
season of from ten to twenty weeks 
in the respective districts; each to 
comprise a full quota of seventy-five 
to eighty-five players of the highest 
eciass obtainable. These men are to 
be selected, as far as is possible, from 
Americans living in the respective 
districts; and it «ss the desire that 
each is to have an American-born 


The idea of am interstate or re- 
gional symphony orchestra for the 
South Atlantic district, this idea first 
exploited in The Constitution, has 
progressed to the budget stage, with 
$225,000 as the tentative amount fix- 
ed as a first year guarantee, after 
counsel with orchestra managers of 


experience as well as conductors. 


Cities already approached and pro- 
fessing their willingness to under- 
Write the first season and thus share 
in the orchestra’s concerts are Jack- 
sonville, Fla., Macon, Ga., Charleston, 
Greenville, Spartanburg, and Ashe- 
ville. Asheville, with the meeting of 
the National Federation there in June 
1923 would be the first goal of the 
orchestra backers, although the per- 
mannent idea is uppermost in their 
minds. 

Editorially the Digest says of the 
orchestra movement: 

“What an cutlet for young profes- 
sional musicians—to consider other 
practicable advantages than those of 
placing before thousands of people the 
opportunity of hearing the best kind 
of music, adequately interpreted. 
Miss Stephens is one of those wom- 
en who have both vision and the exe- 
ecutive capacity. Aided by Mrs. 
Lyons, she has gone on to secure 
what is of first importance to carry- 
ing the undertaking to success * ® 
* which is the financial backing. 
Very soon the outcome of this cam- 
paign Miss Stephens is conducting 
should be made known. In the event 
that it should go through each of the 
other fifteen districrs of the National 
Federation will wish to follow suit. 
It is not yossible to secure in this 
country sixteen more symphony  or- 
chestras of the first rank; but that 
number of admirable orchestras would 
appear possible. The importance of 
this movement cannot be overestimat- 
ed. It deserves the heartiest support

The short drive is a beautiful one 
through Maytime woods with the 
laurel ever growing thicker as one ap- 
proaches the ravine through which 
the Tugalo river flows after it has 
taken its perpendicular fall of 186 
feet over rocks that picture the 
ages. 
now makes the falls scant as a rule, 
but the heavy rains of late have 
breught the volume of water to nor- 
mal, and the beautiful Toccoa, the 
highest waterfalls east of the Rockies 
(even Niagara, although it is wider, 
is twenty feet or so less high) is won- 
derfully impressive.

History of the Ninth. 

Mrs. W. W. Stark, of Commerce, 
chairman of press and publicity, who 
is one of the most active and sue 
cessful chairmen in the state, made 
a splendid report on publicity by giv- 
ing a remarkable showing of the space 
extended the news of the Ninth dis- 
trict activities by the newspapers of 
the district and the official club page 
in The Constitution, and signalized 
her year’s work by presenting to the 
district a history of club work in the 
Ninth district, which she had herself 
com piled. 

The history goes back to the for- 
mation of the federation, as it was in- 
spired by Mrs. Hugh Willet in 1911, 
and gives in text and photographs the 
outstanding work and leaders of the 
district and up to the present time. 
A handy volume, it is so arranged 
that it can be continued indefinitely 
and wilt be invaluable for practical 
reference as Well as the inspiration 
that comes of knowledge of work al- 
ready well done; a real power, in 
other words, for the future. 

The history is the first compiled 
by any district in Georgia, and Mrs. 
Stark was given cordial congratula- 
tions and thanks. Mrs. Hays an- 
nounced that she would carry its mes- 
sage to every other district and urge 
a similar work in every part of the 


state. 
Prizes Awarded. 

Mrs. Stark also announced the win- 
ners of the two prizes she had of- 
fered the district, the first for the 
best club history and the other for 
the best publicity report. They went 
to the Norcross and the Lawrence- 
ville clubs and took the form of the 
handsome cook recently pub- 
lished by the Atlanta Woman's club.

Such was Mrs. Wing’s introduction

gia week, which, she explained, is re- 
ceiving the co-operation of every or- 
ganization in the state which is work- 
ng for the advertisement and the pro- 
motion of Georgia-made resources and 
Georgia-made goods. 

“Plant in faith, reap in hope, and 
market by accident” will no longer 
hold good, she said, quoting from a 
recent statement by Harvie Jordan. 
“The old economic order is broken 
down. The boll weevil did it, and it 
is the purpose of the federated clubs 
to bring together all the forces work- 
ing for Georgia, correlate their ef- 
forts, and extend them through this 
co-operation.” 

She cited some of the most remark- 
able of Georgia’s advantages in re- 
sources of soil, climate, water supply 
and people, and urged a better knowl- 
edge of them and use of them.

Instances are related of men who 
have. not borrowed from brokers on 
margin‘ but have gone to their own 
banks and have arranged time loans 
at low rates for a period of months, 
intending to hold their stocks for the 
expected big speculative markets of 
the fall.

LUMBER MARKET || 


With the advance of spring it be- 
comes more and more evident that 
the lumber industry is to have a good 
year. Buying by retailers shows 
steady expansion, afid very little of it 
is speculative, for lumber is going out 
of the retail yards as fast as it is 
being brought in, and, according to 
the American Lumberman, in some 
cases stocks are being sold more 
quickly than they can be replaced, re- 
quests for rush shipment being numer- 
ous. A number of the larger softwood 


producers have as much business on 
their books as they care to take on for 
some time, some having called their 
traveling men in off the road, Many 
of the large mills are very careful 
about accepting business -for -future 
delivery. Production, although it is 
steadily increasing, is much below) 
orders, but numbers of small mills, 
particularly in the southern pine 


will increase._the quantity of lumber 
which will shortly be available. 

The hardwood market is not so 
brisk ss the softwood. During the 
last month prices, of softwoods 
throughout the country have ad- 
vanced. Hardwood demand is not so 
keen and, while the market is firm, 
sustaine. advances have been fewer. 
More hardwood is being taken by in- 
dustrial coneerns, but they are very 
careful about buying and are not 
seeking supplies for any great length 
of time ahead. Production of hard- 
woods in the south is much curtailed 
by flood conditions, and it is evident 
that as a result of recent inundations 
there is going to be a decided shortage 
in southern hardwoods at least.

A City Future. 


To do it full justice you must view 
it from Broad street, coming from 
Aiabama north to the viaduct. Para- 
doxically the best light is just after 
dark, preferably on a misty or even 
rainy evening. There you have before 
you tier after tier ablaze, the rows 
of lights from the office buildings, 
hung in nebulous space and filling the 
whole of it, with meteoric flashes 
marking the ascent and descent of 
their elevators, while the denser black- 
nesses of varying heights, barely re- 
veal the outline of the skyscrapers 
against the sky. Overhead hang the 
steel girders of the viaduct, grimly 
black. Below, to the side, through 
the mist, are the lights of the stations 
and yards, steadily glowing; then the 
flare and glare of a passing train. On 
either side the ever-moving and never 
ceasing streams of flashing lights 
over the shadowy’ framework of 
the other viaducts. The whole scene is

This is perhaps my favorite pic- 
ture, worthy of a Whistler, or a Pen- 
nell, or of the greatest artist to be 
produced by the future. 

But there are other pictures. An 
army officer stationed in Atlanta 
gave as his opinion:

Endowed with all their gifts,” 
may be seen any day, in the streets or 
in the cars. But though equalizing the 
Greek sculpture in purity of contour, 
the types are entirely American. 

Spring street has opened up new 
vistas, From just north of Carnegie 
way, looking up the hill toward 
Peachtree, there is a varied sky line, 
silhouetted with many towers, low, 
and mysterious at night, a_ higher 
building, and trees, whose’ gnarled 
branches and fretted lacework might 
be the envy of Sir Arthur Rackham, 
himself. 

There are many interesting tow- 
ers, for instance, the towers of the 
First Methodist church, the twin 
spires of Sacred Heart or the square 
tower of Saint Marks; and from 
Peachtree the low blue lighted spires 
of the LaFayette building, overhung 
by the white lights of the Spanisb 
towers of the Ponce de Leon. Byron 
describes Venice, “Rising with her 
tiara of proud towers” Atlanta’s 
art gallery has its own tiara of tow- 
ers, and of chimneys, for sometimes 
there is nothing more appealing than 
those prosaically utilitarian chimney 
pots, with mystic puffs of soft grey 
smoke, even if they do spread soot. 

Another of my favorite pictures re- 
quires. night to seen at its best; 
night, but this time with a full moon. 
What could be more ethereal than the 
corner of Fifteenth street at Peach- 
tree. The pillared church, with its 
stately guardian poplars, a dream 
made real in ivory; the shadowy 
greenery about the white fountain— 
the pale whiteness of an opposite 
house? 

And the houses, ever-changing sil- 
houettes, the poor man’s gallery is 
well supplied with masterpieces, all 
that is necessary for us to do, possi- 
bly to keep us from becoming pauper- 
ized, is to supply our own frames.

“No” Is Answer | 
Of Music Clubs 


When the annual convention of the / 


National Supervisors of Music in the 
schools was held in Nashville, Tenn., 
among the invited guests were the 
president of the National Federation 


of Music clubs, Mrs. John F. Lyons, 
of Texas, and the South Atlantic dis- 
trict president, Miss Nan Stephens, of 
Georgia. One of the most important 


features on the programs was the ) 


fine speech by Mrs. Lyons, in whier 
she pledged the support and co-op- 
eration of the National Federation of 
Music clubs in public school music. 
So great was the interest aroused by 
Mrs. Lyons that her remaks were 
quoted by other speakers, and the 
entire convention body bespoke its 


active interest in the activities of the 


National Federation of Music clubs. 
One of the speeches which caused 
wide argument was made by Carl 
Engel, chief of the music division at 
the library of congress in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Engel spoke in defense of 
jazz, declaring it to be less dreadful 
than it is pictured, and affirming 
the statement of several radicals who 
say the jazz is the one contribution 
America has made to music. 
Mr. Engel is a clever speaker. He 
is witty and clothes his points in 
many oratorical furbelows. His 
speech, on account of his shrewdness, 
was received with enthusiasm by 
many of those who missed the rea 
points in his argument. In many 
minds indignation was aroused that 
a governmental official should make 
such statements in defense of an evil 
that threatens our whole social strne- 
ture. The following day when Mrs. 
Lyons again spoke, she answered Mr. 
Engel for the federation with char- 
acteristic. brevity. She . declared 
“Friends, there is jazz and there is 


Since Mr. Engel declared that neo- 
ple put the harm in jazz and not jazz 
in the people, an experiment was 
decided on very quietly by charming 
Mrs. Sperry. hostess for the recep- 
tion and dance given to the music 
supervisors by the hallroom of the 
Hermitage hotel. She engaged an 
orchestra and commanded them to 
play no jazz. Throughout the eve- 
ning the mass of guests talked and 
danced to good music excellently p'ay- 
ed. All went well until the orches- 
tra suddenly began to play jazz. Be- 
fore the hostess 
leneth of the ballroom three couples 
had to he ordered off. the floor. It 
was a direct answer to Mr. Engel’s 
statements. 

Later in the meeting the board of 
directors of the Nationa] Federation 
of Music eluhs, the onestion was 
again brought up, and résxolutions 
passed to unite in a nation-wide cam- 
paign against jazz.
